A Reform Deferred 


Failure o£ the present legislature to mart, into law 


the proposed business systt-m of government Tor Indiana 
cities, while disappointing to advocates oh' the new plan 
of municipal reform, is neither surprising nor discourag- 
ing. It is merely regrettable and serves to jllust rate once 
more the fact that reforms mine but slowly. Perhaps it 
is as well, for while it makes certain the reign of pblitiea 
instead of business control of Fort AVayne'for at least ;. 
few years longer, it will enable those who are espousing 
the new system to carry their gospel more thoroughly 
among the people and make the rank and tile of the voters 
more thoroughly acquainted with its provisions, correct- 
ing at the same time many erroneous impressions that 
have gotten abroad concerning it. 
' 
The action of the house of representatives in in- 


'definitely postponing the measure, while precluding a 
resurrection of the effort during the present session, does 
not necessarily mean the final defeat of the plan. It 
means, simply, that not a sufficient number of the Indiana 
legislators were either convinced of the wisdom of the 
change proposed, or could yet bring themselves to shake 
off the partisan shackles that have held all governmental 
affairs. If the business system really possesses the merit 
its advocates claim for it, this new setback will not prove 
its undoing. Its arrival is delayed, to lie sure, but in the 
expressive language of the day, it will "conic back." 
Public sentiment will finally come to see that, there is 
an infinitely better method oi; administering municipal af- 
fairs than that laid down by party lines. 
Rooted ami 


grounded as it is by years of usage and custom, it is not 
surprising that the political system is difficult to dis- 
lodge, especially at a time when one party is so over- 
whelmingly jn the ascendency in legislative affairs. The 


• 1'esult would have undoubtedly been the same had the 
legislature been as heavily republican as it is democratic. 
The time was hardly propitious for asking a surrender of 
power which had just been won swcepingly at the polls, 
and yet in the very nature of things the effort could not 
have been deferred. A vast majority of the states have al- 
ready enacted laws that provide for more popular control 
of municipal affairs than is afforded bv the Indiana sys- 
tem as it, is operated. Sooner or later 'Indiana will also fall 
in line with a law that will enable cities to unload political 
machines and conduct, their affairs upon a business basis.

ize in Crime 


TO

CRIMINALS 


N'ew York. ]~ob. 2B.-~liii!go \orman ^. 


Dike, of the county cmirt. Brooklyn, 
urged on the stand IT fore tin- C'urran 
committee that city detectives special™ 
in crime. 


"The criminals specialize, and it's nec- 


essary thnt detectives ilo it if thov are. 
tu catch up with the law-breakers," said 
the judge. "In our city ample need is 
apparent for higher education of our 
detectives. 
J regard nur men now as 


handicapped. 
While many of them can 


not bo surpassed in intelligent under- 
standing, they are not given the train- 
ing to equip 'them to denl with crime. 


"Jn J'uris the detectives are trained 


iii a school where all brunches of crim- 
inal are exploited, so that they know 
how to proceed when confronted with 
an 
unusual case. 
There they study 


every detail of crime-. 
Detectives from 


other countries go to Paris to learn the 
intricacies of crime. 


"Here the detectives linvc onlv a cas- 


ual training. It takes time for them to 
pick up 
the line art of tracing crim- 


inals, for they have to learn from direct 
experience.'' 


Some Detectives Inefficient. 


Judge Dike pointed nui that the po- 


lice commissioner allows ini'll'teiciit men 
to hold jobs as detectives, when they 
ought to be demoted to Hie ranks after 
failing to lill the requirements. 


"In our detective department we have 


men who can fairly well work up a 
case, but \vho, when it comes to prose- 
cuting it, fail sadly,'' the juiig; went 
on. "They are not taught, at tho start, 
how to work up cases so they will stand 
iii court. 
Such detectives ought to be 


put back in the ranks." 


Judge Dike favored the dictagraph as 


an nid to tho police in examining pris- 
oners. 
The dictagraph, he snid, would 


do a war with the suspicion that sur- 
rounds the third degree. 


Commissioner Waldo's stringent order 


abandoning the "line-up" of prisoners at 
headquarters. Judge Dike s:iid. was a 
blow to the efficient working out of the 
detective system. 


"The 
detectives ought to know In- 


sight nil the dangerous eriwin;iN." eoni- 
niented the judge. "If the commissioner 
thinks that not 
nil of the suspected 


criminals ought, to lip line.I up. then 
let him pick out live or ten euch day for 
the detectives to survey." 


Mayor fJaj-nor's act in ordering tho 


photographs of criminals thrown out of 
tho rog-uos' gallery unless tho, prisoners 
arc in jail WU.K criticised by Judge Dike. 


Finger Print Lauded. 


"That order works a hardship to the 


police in tracing the record of prison- 
ers," said the Judge. 
"Oftentimes now 


a hardened rrimin.il gets off with :i 
light sentence because tho police have to 
take his word that lie is a lirst of- 
fender. 


"The finger print system is admirable. 


T favor it. not alone for prisoners, lint 
in a wider sphere. In fact. I would nr.t 
object if a hiw ivoro passed making it 
obligatory for men holding public, po- 
sitions to have their linger prints taken. 
I'd gladly submit to, if for myself." 


Judge Dike urged a strict law com- 


pelling second-hand men to register w i t h 
the police all stulT bought by them, so

Washington, Feb. 25.—President Tuft 


today sent to congre'ss hit much dis- 
cussed "budget" 
message. 
He recom- 


mended the adoption of a budget system 
of relating proposed expenditures to ex- 
pected revenues and declared that con- 
gress would be greatly benefited by hav- 
ing before it such a statement before it 
began the annual grind upon appropria- 
tion bills. The I'nitcd States, the pres- 
ident wrote, was the only great nation 
in tlie world which did not use the bud- 
get system and in consequence it "may 
be said to be without plan or program." 
Ho indicated that owing to the, late day 
at which he was able to trnrtsmit his 
message he expected little legislation 
on the topic from the present congress. 


The president took full responsibility 


for the message upon himself. 
Congress 


in the hist sundry civil bill directed the 
secretary of the treasury to submit esti- 
mates hereafter in the old way. 
Mr. 


Taft pointed out, however, that he had 
directed the secretary of the treasury 
to agree with the directions of congress 
and also 1o send to him information for 
a budget message, lie referred congress 
also to the porvion of the constitution 
which required him from time to time 


) to recommend snrh measures as he shall 
deem necessary and expedient. 


Some Advantages. 


Some of the advantages of the budget 


M'stcm as pointed out by tlie president 
w ere: 


A means of loeatiing responsibility 


for estimated in keeping v . i t b revenue. 


A menus of allowing congress to see 


how much gross it w i l l have tu spend 
before it begins appropriating for ench 
departincnt nr detail of government, ma- 
rbinerv. 


Hcc.iusc it. would furnish congress and 


the public with ready reference to re- 
ports and detailed records of account. 


Because it would produce an adequate 


organization for assembling and classi- 
fying information to be used in telling 
tne country what has been done and ot 
the government's future needs. 


To aid in working with u well defined 


purpose in niiiny bureaus hitherto or- 
ganized, but directed under u» inconsist- 
ent and ill-detincd program. 


Tn cancel the nation's bebt through 


a sinking fund and to eliminate the de- 
ficit, which is slowly growing. 


To carry out. the budget plan, to re- 


duce the deficit, and the fixe^l charges 
against tliu government the president 
proposed: 


To create a sinking fund commission 


to consist of the chairman of thn finance 
committee of the senate; the chairman 
of the house wnys and means commit- 
tee; the attorney general nnd the sec- 
retary of the treasury with the comp- 
troller of the treasury as annual audi- 
tor of tha sinking fund account. Leg- 
islation which would wipe out the na- 
tional debt in twenty years after .Inly 
1, 1014.

The adoption of a definite theorv is 


recommended for firturft proposals for 
internal improvements so that such im- 
provements would be in accord with a 
well thought out plan.

Dr. Friftdiniinn, 
who 
comen to this 


country at the invitation of Charles K. 
Finley, a New York banker, who hopes 
tlio physiciun will be able to cure his 
son-in-law of the disease, declared hist 
ni™ht that bin remedy was not a secret 
and that ho .purposed to make known 
"to nil the world1' tlie method by which 
it wns created and the manner in which 
it waa administered. It consisted of 
bacilli taken from a turtle into which 
tubercular bacilli from a human being 
had been injected, he explained. 


"I have been working upon the euro 


for fourteen years, and in the last two 
and a half years I have treated from 
2.f>UO to 3.0UO 
patients," 
he. asserted. 


"Jlow many 1 have absolutely cured I 
can not estimate, but their number has 
run into 
the 
hundreds. The remedy 


cures all forms of tuberculosis except 
such coses as are quite hopeless—that 
is, on tlie, point of death. The process 
is a slow one, but the first effects are to 
be seen two or three weeks after inocu- 
lation. The time when an absolute cura 
can be said to be effected is a matter of 
months. The method of administering ia 
50 per cent, of the cure. 


"I want all mankind to benefit by my 


discovery. I have already turned over 
some of my bacilli to the: German gov- 
ernment nnd I am very glad to turn it 
ov*r to the American government." 


Dr. Kriudmann denied that he had 


been offered $1,000,000 by Mr. Finley if 
he would cure ninety-live out of loO pa- 
tients in this country. He admitted that 
lie was to receive a ''substantial com- 
pensation" in the event that ho cured 
the banker's son-in-law, Kay Paris, of 
tin's city. 


"1 am not mercenary.," he said. "All 


I care about is suflicMcnt reward to en- 
able me to demonstrate my cure to the 
world." 


13r. Friedmnnn, who was accompanied 


by nn assistant and a private secretary, 
was met at the pier by Mr. Finlay and 
taken as his guest to a banquet last 
night at th« Lotus club. The surgeon 
brings a quantity.of his bacilli with him 
which he expects to administer to tho 
banker's son-in-law today.
